T hat blood will ted. even In the rais­ 
ing of com. was nicely Illustrated in 
the case of an iowa grower who paid 
$5-35 per boatie) for bis seed at the 
tim e of the corn contest at the State 
Agricultural college. 
To prove to bis 
own satisfaction the value of pure 
bred seed over the best seed selected 
from comtnou corn, he planted the 
pure bred seed—field's Yellow D ent—in 
rows alongside the other com. 
Both 
plots had the same stand aud received 
the same cultivation and care 
At 
huekiug tim e the pure bred corn yield­ 
ed at the rate of seventy-one aud a 
half bushels per acre, while the acrub 
corn gave a return of fifty-nine bush­ 
els, a difference of eleven and a half 
bushels per acre. 
Blues a bushel of 
corn will plant seven acres it is quite 
clear that this am ount of seed would 
produce an increased yield equal to 
seven tim es that on one acre, or eighty 
aud a half bushels 
lf this corn was 
worth SO cents a bushel, the bushel of 
seed was worth lo crop returns *40.25 
more than the common corn. 
It would 
be well for the corn grower to have 
instances of this in mind when be pay* 
a long price for good seed corn next 
spring
